PUBLIC LANDS. 


The rush at Los Angeles of those de- 


siring to file homesteads on the land 
thrown open to settlement by a recent 
decision de-pi-lvlng the 'railroad of over 
a million acres south of Tehachapl calls 
attention to the fact that public lands 
are practically a thing of the past in 
the United States under the present 
conditions. It is true that there are 
millions upon millions of acres that 
have not 
yet been pre-empted, 
but 


nearly all of this vast domain is prac- 
tically useless, for it consists in the 
main of either barren, mountainous 
land or else alkali, sun-dried plains. 


As far as the mountain sides are 


concerned, it will -probably be centuries 
before many of them can be utilized in 
any way, for although it is true that 
in the • Old World scarcely a foot of 
land can be found that is not utilized 
In some manner,, the conditions here 
are entirely different, as the ranges of 
•peaks cover countless miles of land, 
all of which is likewise stony and un- 
productive. 
Our continent, therefore, 


will hav« to be crowded far more than 
figures show it will be in the next cou- 
ple of hundred yaars before an attempt 
is made to turn this sort of country to 
account, and as far as the present is 
concerned, it is absolutely beyond con- 
si^deratlon.

tors thereof, voting at an election, to bo 
held for that purpose, nor unless before, 
or at tho time of incurring such indebted- 
ness, provision shall be n.ade tor the col- 
lection of an annual tax sufficient to ray 
the Interest on such indebtedness as It 
falls due, and also provision to constitute 
a sinking 1'und for the payment o£ the 
principal thereof on or before maturity, 
which shall not exceed forty years from
